NOT ENOUGH OF SHOWERS.

. WASHINGTON, July 3.—Hot weather 
continued today in nearly all sections 
east of the Rocky Mountains, but as a 
rule showed some abatement from the 
previous day. Reports received at the 
Weather Bureau today show that tem- 
porary relief came from thunder show- 
ers in many localities, There are no 
immediate prospects of a general break 
in the hot spell. 

During the afternoon showers in the 
upper Ohio Valley and.the Middle At- 
lantic States caused a decided fall in 
the temperature. Almost similar con- 
ditions are expected tomorrow, except 
that the area over which the storms 
may —— may be extended. The 
slight disturbance noted last night in 
the West Indies is not making any 

advance, and the relief hoped 
for in that direction is not materializ- 
ine. The area of low pressure in the 
Lake Superior region is moving very 
Slowly to the northeast, and remains 
ctically liféless, so that little relief 
expected from that source.

PHILADELPHIA’S RECORD. 

FORTY-SEVEN DEATHS.

PHILADELPHIA, July 3.—Although 
the temperature did not reach the rec- 
ord it made yesterday and Monday by 
4 deg, the suffering from the heat 
and the fatal results from the torrid 
wave were nearly as great as on the 
two previous days. The maximum 
temperature today was reached at 2 
p-m., when the Weather Bureau ther- 
mometer registered 982-10 deg. An 
approachings thunderstorm then sent 
the mercury downward, and at 8 
o'clock tonight, when the storm ar- 
rived, the temperature had gone down 


to 80 deg. 
Humidity, however, then began to 
play its deadly part. The storm 


brought only a light shower of rain, 
which was soon dried up by the sun- 
bakec streets, and the percentage of 
humidity went up from 40 to 45, leav- 
ing the city still in an uncomfortable 


state. 
Up te midnight, the number of 
deaths attributed to the excessive 


heat reported since last midnight was 
forty-seven and the prostrations over 
two hundred and fifty. The further 
reports from the police stations and 
hospitals will considerably increase 
these numbers. Yesterday there were 
more than fifty deaths and over three 
hundred prostrations. 

Hundreds of horbes have perished 
since the hot spell began.

Congressman Hull not So Opti- 
mistic—New Rule is 
Inaugurated.

MANILA, July 3.—(By Manila Ca- 
ble.] Gen. MacArthur, who will turn 
over the command of the American 
forces in the Philippines to Gen. Chaf- 
fee, has closed up his affairs here, and 
anticipates an enjoyable fortnight in 
Japan on his way home. He is elated 
at the progress made during the past 
year in the islands, and today makes 
an optimistic report of the situation to 
Washington. 


HULL NOT SO OPTIMISTIC. 
FAVORS MILITARY RULE. | 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
MANILA, July 3.—{[By Manila Ca- 
ble. ] Congressman Hull of Iowa, who 
accompanied Gen. Chaffee on his south- 
ern tour, characterizes the newly-es- 
tablished provincial government as 
“hothouse plants, unable to withstand 
adversities.” He said to the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press that 
there will be many difficulties under 
the dual military and civil government 
which will be inaugurated tomorrow, 

r. Hull believes that their natural 

hness insures the eventual prosper- 
ity of the islands, but he is convinced 
from conversation with the governors 
and army officers that in the new 
southern province. poverty and other 
obstacles will prevent the successful 
collection of land taxes. He believes 
that the salaries, excepting those of 
the clerks and minor employés, are too 
high, from the commissioners down- 
ward, and that the provinces ought to 
have far larger area and fewer officers. 
The United States commissioners agree 
with this, but have deferred to the 
wishes of the inhabitants. 

Mr. Hull approves of the provincial 
laws, but is of the opinion that the 
bulk of the territory should be under 
military government until absolutely 
pacified and cleared of ladrones. He is 
convinced the natives in general are 
not concerned about the government. 

These views are typically those of the 
generality of army officers. The Amer- 
ican civilians, as a rule, are not in- 
clined to await a fair trial of the ex- 
periment of partial self-government, 
and neither the natives nor the army 
officers are in favor of any removals 
of troops. ‘

Of the twenty-seven provinces or- 
ganized, Civil Gov.

This will 
cause the continuance of the military 
government in these sections. Sixteen 
additional provinces are reported 
without insurrection, but as yet they 
have not been organized. Four prov- 
inces are not ready for civil govern- 
ment. a 

The speaker predicted that with the 
concentration of troops into the larger 
garrisons it would be necessary for 
the peopfe to assist the police in the 
preservation of order. Fleet launches 
will be procured, he said, which will 
facilitate collection among the prov- 
inces, as well as aid the postal and 
revenue departments. 

In connection with educational ef- 
forts. Gov. Taft said that adults 
should be educated by an observation 
of American methods. He said that 
there was a reasonable hope that Con- 
gress would provide a tariff suitable, 
one that would assist in the develop- 
ment of the Philippines, instead of 
an — of the United States 
tariff. 

According to the civil governor, there 
is an unexpended balance in the in- 
sular treasury of $3,700,000 and an an- 
nual income of $10,000,000. He said 
that any possible friction between civil 
and military subordinates should be 
dJiscouraged. The patriotism of the 
leading Filipinos was commended. In 
conclusion, Gov. Taft reiterated a hope 
expressed by the President that in the 
future the inhabitants would be grate- 
ful tor the American victories, and 
that they would be indissolubly linked 
in ties of affection with the common 
country.

GEN. PEARSONS SAYS TREATY IS 
BEING VIOLATED.’ 


Afrikander Special Agent Declares 
That a Body of English Army Officers 
is Located at New \Orleans Shipping 
Animals for Use by the British Army. 


{GY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
NEW ORLEANS, July 3.—Gen. 
Pearsons, special agent of the Boer 
government, who conducted legal pro- 
ceedings here to prevent the shipping 
of mules to South Africa, has issued 
the following address to the Ameri- 
can people, the title being: “A State- 
ment of Facts; a Question and an 
Appeal: 
“The burghers of South Africa who 
have maintained the war with Great 
Britain these two years past have in 
their struggle a history strikingly 
parallel with your own. Driven by 
English oppression, they went into the 
wilderness and redeemed from the 
wild beasts and the gavage a country 
for themselves, and there planted a 


civilization and established a free 
government. In the course of time 
English cupidity threatened them. 


They withstood the demand. |Raids 


were made upon their territory. Troops 
and munitions of war m upon 
their border, and insulting demands 


were made of them. The appe to 
arms followed. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of British soldiers from 

parts of the world were massed on the 
soil of these two little republics, con- 
taining fewer inhabitants than any 
State of your Union, and vet they re- 
‘main unconquered, and will @ remain 
if the American people wilk compel 
their government to keep faith. 

“Ry the law of your land—a treaty 
solemnly entered into and to which you 
compelled the assent of the British—it 
is declared that the ports of the 
United States shall not be made the 
base of warlike operations against a 
nation with whom the United States is 
at peace. The attention of your courts 
and your President has been formally 
called to the operations of a body of 
English army officers, with headquar- 
ters at New Orleans. From many 


officers gather horses and mules for 
their armies, and at New Orleans load 
them on ships and take them to their 
armies in South Africa. Without these 
munitions of war the war on the. 
South African republics would almost 
instantly end. When these republics 
went to war with their oppressor they 
did not believe that they went to war 
with you: they had faith in your 
promise of fair play, and can hold 
and establish their freedom and keep 
their country if you keen faith. 

“Today the army supplies that you 
permit to leave your ports are used 
chiefly to continue torturing and slay- 
ing women and children. The revela- 
tions forced to be made in the English 
Parliament within the rast few weeks 
have not only ‘shoccked and staggered 
humanity.’ but have shamed it as weil. 
How much of the sin and shame shal! 
become your own, and what will you 
do about it? 

“On this natal day of your great re- 
public, wiljgyou not turn your thoughts

SHOT BY A TRAMP. 


YOUNG WOMAN VICTIM.

SACRAMENTO, July 3.— Louisa 
Lauppe, a young woman of 25, residing 
with her mother, Mrs. R. Lauppe, on 
the Auburn road, just above Antelope, 
was shot in the arm last evening by 
a tramp who had called at the house 
for food.

PEOPLE ARE INDIGNANT OVER THE 
DEMONSTRATIONS.

Women Were Grossly Insulted by the 
Mob—The Clergy Ridiculed in Their 
Pulpits—Even the Federal Govern- 
ment Was Defied by the Youths. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

CITY OF MEXICO, July 3.—The 
public mind is much excited and the 
clergy are filled with indignation over 
the results of the recent students’ ant!- 
clerical demonstration. The students 
to the number of 300 held a public 
meeting near the statue of Columbus on 
El Paso and Shive driveways. Stirring 
epeeches were made, showing the in- 
tense feeling of the young men, and 
denouncing the recent immoralities of 
a few priests, who, it was claimed, 
have been shielded and not punished. | 

A company of mounted gendarmes 
preserved order, and the demonstra- 
tion was witnessed by Gov. Coral of the 
Federal district and by Chief of Police 
Villegas. The students accompanied by 
a great number of people of different 
classes, marched up San Francisco 
street, and on the way the police ar- 
rested three men for insulting women 
while going to mass. By this time the 
crowd numbered fully 3000 people, and 
made its way toward the Church of 
St. Domingo, where the Dominican 
fathers officiate. Part of the crowd en- 
tered while the church was filled with 
worshipers, mostly ladies. Shouts were 
raised of Death to the priests,” “Down 
with the clergy.“ and the priests left 
the altar and sought refuge in the 
sacristy with many of the worshipers. 
Women cried and shrieked, but the dis- 
turbance went no further. 

Another part of the crowd entered 
the Church of Santa Carija, arriving 
during 1 o'clock mass. Windows were 
broken and images hurled down: The 
priests were dispersed and the students 
made speeches denouncing the clergy. 
In the afternoon people assembled for 
prayer in the cathedral and other 
churches, and yesterday the Catholic 
people are offering up prayer for the 
enemies of religion. Precautions have 
been taken to prevent further trouble. 


SOCIAL PARTY'S PLATFORM. 


: National Convention at Detroit Adopts 
Anew Its Former Declarations and 


Adds Some New Ones.

DETROIT, July 3—The National 
Social and Pol'tical party adopted this 
platform: 

“We declare for direct legislation 
and proportional representation; di- 
rect nomination of candidates for office, 
equal suffrage for all regardless of sex 
or color; honest elections, free from all 
partisan manipulation or control; di- 
rect taxation through progressive land 
values; inheritance and income taxes; 
public ownersh'p of public utilities; an 
eight-hour day; sole control of the 
medium of exchange by the govern.

State insurance and workmen's com- 
pensation for the industrial injuries; 
opposition to militarism and conquest, 
and advocacy of peaceful arbitration; 
we demand the same rights and liber- 
ties for others as for ourselves.“ 

In the preamble to the platform the 
conference expressed its condemnation 
of monopolies. the concentration of 
wealth and the present policy of this 
government with regard to its insular 
possessions. One of the features of 
the morning session was the with- 
drawal from the conference of Prof. 
W. C. Bohannon of Chicago. because 
he was not permitted to talk on a reso- 
lution after the previous question had 
been moved.

(CONTINUED FROM FIRST PAGE.) 


Dr. Sheldon was shot through the hand 
by a stray bullet. 

The Tomboy and Liberty Bell miners 
who went to the Smuggler early this 
morning, compelled those properties to 
close down, and returned to their re- 
‘spective mines this afternoon after it 
was announced that a temporary 
agreement had been reached by the 
union and Edgar Collins, assistant 
manager. This agreement is said to 
be that the company will withdraw all 
men fom the mines except a few 
watchmen and make no effort to re- 
sume work until the strike is amica- 
bly settled and officially declared off. 
As a result of this agreement, «very- 
thing is quiet tonight, and if it con- 
tinues tomorrow. morning the Sheriff 
will doubtless revoke his request for 
State troops. 

The battle of today grew out of the 
strike inaugurated on the Smuggler- 
Union mines on May 1. The management 
of the company for some two years prior 
to that date had been letting contracts 
for breaking part of the ore produced 
by the mines. From the start the 
union complained about the contract 
system of breaking ore, claiming that 
a large number of the contractors 
could not make wages, and that some 
even came out in debt to the company 
at the end of the month. The man- 
ager of the company was called on by 
the local officers of the union and asked 
that the contract system be either 
abolished or the contractors guaran- 
teed district wages of $3 per day in 
case they failed to earn it contracting. 
The manager declined to accede to the 
request, and a sirike on this partirc- 
ular property was ordered. 

The mines and mills were shut down 
and remained idle until the lith of 
June, when enough non-union men 
and union men who were dissatisfied 
with the strike returned to work in 
the mines to break sufficient ore to 
keep one of the mills running, the other 
being dismantied for repairs. - With 
this limited force the mill hag been 
kept steadily running until this morn- 
ing. During this time the local offi- 
cers of the union interviewed the man- 
ager of the company several times, en- 
deavoring to bring about an amicable 
adjustment of the difficulty, but their 
efforts were futile. Some two weeks 
ago a Mr. Sullivan, of the Executive 
Committee of the Western Federation 
of Miners, arrived in Telluride, con- 
sulted the manager, and he a'so was 
unable to accomplish anything. The 
prolonged strike was having stich a 
depressing influence on the business 
interests of Telluride that last Friday 
a committee of business men and mine 
managers of Telluride was appointed 
to try to satisfactorily adjust the con- 
troversy. Owing to the absence of the 
manager of the mine, this committee 
had been unable to take any action. 

The officials of the local union se- 
verely denounce the violence resorted 
to this morning. Since the resumption 
of work on the mines, a feeling of bit- 
terness and resentment has been grow- 
ing against the miners who returned 
to work.

ENJOINED BY COURT.

He 
said that upon the application and 
the affidavits accompanying it a tem- 
porary order would issue, and that 
the hearing on its merits could be 


had before Judge Clarge next week. | 


The order enjoined the defendants 
from picketing or patrolling around 
the factories of the plaintiffs, and from 
guarding the doors or the streets in 
front of the factories and from inter- 
fering in any way with employés now 
in the factory. It also forbids the use 
of violence. threats or intimidating to 
induce any person to leave the employ- 
ment of the plaintiffs; or to prevent 
anyone from entering into their em- 
vioy. 

Attorneys for the defendants com- 
plained that the allowance of a tempor- 
ary injunction might delay a hearing 
upon its merits and Judge Thompson 
thereupon agreed to hear a motion in 


porary injunction. After an extended 
hearing, counsel for the plaintiffs con- 
sented to a slight modification of that 
part of the order which forbids the 
defendants from entering the premises 
of the plaintiffs for the purpose of im- 
peding their business. 

A strenuous effort was made to have 
stricken out the order against picket- 
ing, but it was unsuccessful.

ATTEMPTED MURDER 


NON-UNION MAN. 


Baker E. C\Hurth Waylaid and 
Shot Three Times Early This 
Morning—Assailant Escapes. — 


the union, a deliberate and almost 

successful attempt was made at 1 
o'clock this morning to assassinate E. 
C. Hurth, a baker employed at Ahren's 
Bakery, No. 425 South Broadway. His 
assailant was Fred Hettinger, better 
known among the bakers of the city as 
“Debs,” because in appearance he 
somewhat resembles Debs. Three shots 
were fired, and all of them took ef- 
fect, producing dangerous, though not 
necessarily fatal, wounds. 

It cannot be said that the shooting 
was the result of any animosity the 
Bakers’ Union as a whole bore toward 
Hurth, but the fact that he had re- 
fused to join the union caused serious 
trouble betweén him and Hettinger, 
and about six weeks ago they had a 
fight because Hurth made light of the 
demands the union was trying to make 
upon the bosses. As a result, Hettin- 
ger was arrested and fined. He swore 
that he would get even with the non- 
union man, and last night was his first 
opportunity. Immediately after his 
discharge following his arrest, he went 
to Sacramento, and returned only a 
day or two ago. The first Hurth knew 
he had returned was when he stepped 
out from a dark place and deliberately 
shot him. 

HURTH’S STORY. 

Hurth tells the following story of the 
attempted murder: 

“T have been working at Ahren's for 
some ‘tim, and because I would not 
join the union at Hettinger's request 
he became angry and we had trouble. 
I had him arrested and he was fined. 
Then he swore he would get even, but 
as he % a loud talker and given to 
bragging I paid no attention to his 
threats. Tonight about 12:46 o'clock I 
left the bakery for a few minutes. I 
was gone only about fifteen minutes,

ley. All of us use that alley to get to 
and from our work. As I was riding 
across the sidewalk Hettinger stepped 
out of the shadow of the building.

Before I could check my speed he 
raised his weapon and fired two shots 
in quick succession at me and as I 
dashed past him he fired another shot 
at my back. I fell from the wheel and 
cried out for assistance. Some men 


came to me and I was brought to the 


Receiving Hospital. I did not see Het- 
tinger after he fired the third shot. He 
was evidentiy aiming at my abdomen 


and hed I not been on my wheel and

SERIOUSLY WOUNDED, 

It was 1:02 o'clock when the Police 
Station was notified of the shooting 
and the police ambulance was at once 
sent to bring Hurth to the Receiving 
An examination of his 
wounds showed that all three of the 
shots fired had taken effect. One was 
in the right leg, about half way be- 
tween the knee and the hip. The other 
was in the left leg, close up to the 
groin. It is considered the most dan- 
gerous, as the bet ranged upward 
and has not been located. It is be- 
lieved, however, that it dia not enter 
the abdominal cavity. The third wound 
was in — buttock. All of the bul- 
lets entered deeply into the flesh, and

“I consider the wound serious, al- 
though how dangerous they are cannot 
be determined just gow.

The man 
certainly had a close call for his life. 
Had the shots ben aimed six inches 
higher it would have been a case for 
the Coroner.” 

HETTINGER NOT FOUND. 

Half a dozen officers were sent out on 
the case. They learned that Hettinger 
had been employed at the Superior 
Bakery on Spring street near Fifth. 
When Detective Shields went there and 
told that he wanted information about 
Hettinger, he was refused admittance. 
and the actions of the man in charge 
of the bakery led the officers to believe 
that Hettinger might be secreted there. 
They finally gained an entrance 
through the basement doorway open- 
ing on the sidewalk. They searched the 
bakery, but found no trace of the man 
they wanted. The bakers at the Su- 
perior told the officers that Hettinger 
had gone to Sacramento weeks ago, and 
when they were informed that he had 
shot a man they declared that they did 
not know he had returned to the city. 

Hurth was positive of his identifica- 
tion of the man who shot him, because 
he saw him plainly in the light of the 
full moon and was not more than six 


feet from him when the first shot was.

The first that any of the passengers 
knew of the robbery was when the 
train came tv a standstill, being 
stopped by an obstruction on the track. 
One of the desperadoes fired a shot to 


intimidate the trainmen. Sheriff Griff}th 
of Valley county was on board and ral- 


ized immediately that the train was 
being held up. 
he shot at one of the robbers. This was 
the beginning of a general fusilade, in 
which two 
slightivy wounded. Brakeman Wood- 
sides and a traveling auditor received 
bullets n their arm, and the child was 
hit in the shoulder. 

A reward of $5000 has been posted for 
the capture of the gang, and a p ss? 
is in pursuit. Many persons believe 
the notorious Curry gang was not ali 
wiped out, and that some of its mem- 
bers are responsible for this affair. 

After the robbery, the bandits 
mounted their horses and etarted for 
the Canadian border. The country 
around Malta is wild and unsettied, 
with many spots which might afford a 
rendezvous for the gang.

“The train came to a standstill at

After covering the express messenger, 
he-proceeded to demolish the safe. With 
an armful of dynamite sticks he blew 
the safe into a thousand pieces, and 
the end of the express car was re- 
duced to kindling wood by the same 
explosion; the noise of which was ter- 
rific, and could be heard for miles. 
The noise of the explosion attracted the 
attention: of George Cunningham, who 
was riding on horseback from Malta, 
and as he approached the train he was 
seen by one of the robbers, who leveled 


his rifle at him, shooting and disabling 


the horse. 

“Having demolished the safe, the 
robbers transferred the money and se- 
curities to several sacks, and with 
these left the car. Just before taking 
their departure they told the messen- 
ger and engineer that all they wanted 
was fifteen minutes to escape. With 
a few parting shots to further terrify 
the crew and passengers, they mounted 
horses, which had been tied in the vi- 
cinity, and rode off over the prairie. 


“None of the passengers were molested 


by the robbers, and none of the babs n- 
ger cars were entered. All of the pas- 
sengers were badly scared, however, 
and in one instance, 2 man who was 
armed with a huge 44 revolver threw 
it under the stove with the remark that 
‘he did not want to be found carrying 
a gun by such a desperate gang of 
men.’

SETTLERS BACK. 


CANADA TRYING TO LURE THEM 
FROM NEW ENGLAND. 


The Effort Vigorously Resented by the 
French-Canadian Leaders and News- 
papers of This Country—“Repatria- 
tion“ the Name Canadians Give to the 
Movement. 


[Quebec Correspondence New York 
Sun:] A very excited controversy upon 


the status of French-Canadians in the 


United States and the efforts being 
made for their repatriation is at pres- 
ent being waged between the French 
newspapers of Montreal and Quebec on 
the one side and those of the French- 
Canadian centers of the New England 
States on the other. Léo Richard, ed- 
itor of L’Ami du Foyer of Manchester, 
N. H., who is taking an active part in 
the discussion, vigorously replies to the 
Canadian pretension, that while repa- 
triation in the past has been little more 
than a dream the present is a favora- 
ble opportunity for it. Mr. Richard 
expresses his firm belief that the con- 
trary is the fact. 

Repatriation, he says, might have 
been attended with a certain success 
during the first years of the migratory 
movement from Canada to the United 
States, and before the expatriated Ca- 
nadians had acquired any special at- 
tachment to their new homes, provided 
that the Canadian government of that 
time had closed ch ‘sor to further 
emigration by establishing those com- 
mercial conditions within the Dominion 
which so many of its people went in 
search of on the other side of the in- 
ternational boundary, and if it had 
then sent properly-accredited agents 
to assure their fellow-countrymen in 
the neighboring republic that plenty

England States in the Quebec and Mon- 
treal newspaper articles which are be- 
ing distributed at present by thousands 
among them by the colonizetion agents 
of the Canadian government. Mr. 
Richard ridicules the idea that the 
simple sound of the word “patriotism” 
and the prospects of the upbuliding of 
a great French-speaking and Catholic 
power in the northern part of North 
America by the union in Canada of 
ell those of French-Canadian origin 
upon the continent are going to en- 
tice the bulk of the French-Canadians 
in the United States back to Canada.

S TO “BLACKLISTING.” 

The members of union labor or- 
ganizations have made a great hue- 
and-cry against a practice (not at ail 
general,) which they have named 
blacklisting. This is a plan which 
employers in some extreme cases have 
resorted to for self-protection, and 
which the courts have recently de- 


Labor-union agitators, walking dele- 
gates and “district organizers” with- 
out number have denounced the prac- 
tice of “blacklisting” with all the 
venom in their several vocabularies, 
and have sought to create the im- 


plete and final victory over the mis- 
guided men who have sought to place 
them under a most obnoxious form of 
despotism 


HOT TIME. 

Those who have been inclined to 
scoff at the enthusiasm displayed by 
Pacific Coast people in speaking of 
their “glorious climate” have doubt- 
less seen occasion to change, or at 
least modify their ideas on the sub- 
ject, during the past week, especially 
if they happen to have been stewing 
and broiling in one of the big cities 
east of the mountains—or the smaller 
cities, either, for that matter. 

While, to a certain extent, this hot 
spell has been merely a repetition of 


the Rocky Mountains are called upon 
to go through every summer, yet in 
some respects it has been unprece- 
dented. Seldom can a period of heat 
be remembered which extended over 
such a wide area and lasted so long a 
time. The excessive heat appears to 
be world-wide, as dispatches come 
from Europe stating that deaths from 
sunstroke are numerous there. Half 
a dozen people are said to have gone 
mad in Florence within twenty-four 
hours, and throughout a large portion 
of Eastern Europe the crops are 
scorched by the prolonged heat and 
drought. In this country fhe deaths 
that are directly attributable to the 
suffocating heat are already ‘numbered 
by hundreds, while, if all the cases of 
fatal prostration caused airectly or 
indirectly by the high temperature and 
great humidity could be recorded, 
they would doubtless run into the 
thousands. - 

When even favored people, like 
bankers and brokers, succumb to the 
heat, one may well imagine the de- 
plorable condition of those poor peo- 
ple who have to live in tenement 
houses, in New York and Chicago and 
other large cities. There is really no 
good reason why a wealthy man 
should suffer from extreme heat nowa- 
days, unless he is possessed of the 
American mania for keeping at the 
grindstone whatever happens. 
our modern facilities for producing 
artificial temperatures, in the shape of 
electric fans, and liquid air, and other 
refrigerating devices, it should be 
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pression that it is one of the most 
heinous offenses in the entire category 
of misdeeds. 


An illustration of the logical rea- 
soning and the fairness of inese agi- 
tators, walking delegates, “district 
organizers,” etc.. is furnished in the 
case of the laundry workers’ strike. 
which is now “on” in Los Angeles. 
The strikers have no grievances as to 


etc. The only point at issue is as to 
the recognition of the Laundry Work- 
ers’ Union by the laundry proprietors. 
The “district organisers,” and oth 
agitators who are engineering the 
strike, demand that the laundry pro- 
prietors shall “recognize” the 
by entering into an agreement not to 
employ any person in their establish- 
ments who is. not a member of the 
Laundry Workers’ Union. 

To state the case in other terms 
they demand that every person who 
does not see fit to join their rzgan- 
ization shall de blacklisted by the 
proprietors of all the laundries in the 
city. The demand of the strikers, 
when analyzed, amounts to nothing 
less than this—a demand that the 
laundry proprietors shall establish a 
blacklist for their benefit, and shall 
refuse to give employment to any 
person whose name is on the black- 
list. In this manner they would co- 
erce every laundry worker into join- 
ing their organization, on pain of be- 
ing deprived of work in Los Angeles 
altogether. That is to say, they would 
take away the natural and inherent 
right of these American citizens to do 
as they please, so long as they obey 
the laws of the land and infringe upon 
no other person's rights. 

After all the denunciation-of “black- 
listing” which we have heard from 
“organized” labor, this demand that 
it shall be employed in behalf of or- 
ganized workers, as against other 
workers who are at least equally as 
worthy as they, is strikingly illogical 
and untenable. Yet this is precisely 
what labor union leaders are doing 
all over the country and in large num- 
bers of cases their demands are suc- 
cessful. In such cases they succeed | 
in establishing a blacklist against 
non-union workers, while denouncing 
the blacklisting of one of their number 
who may have proved himself un- 
worthy of confidence. 

It seems not to have occurred to 
those who are engineering the laun- 
dry workers’ strike that the propri- 
etors of the laundries would be fully 
justified, under the circumstances, in 
declaring that no member of the union 
shall be employed in their establish- 
ments. This would be tantamount to 
their own demand that no person who 
is not a member of the union shall be 
employed; and surely, the man who 
is paying wages has as good a right 
to determine the conditions of em- 
ployment as the man who is working 
for wages. But the strikers—or those 
who are engineering the strike—de- 
mand of their employers concessions 
which they refuse to make themselves. 
The employers are more generous. 
They do not insist that their em- 


merely insist upon their right to re- 
tain control of their business, instead 
of virtually turning its management 
over] to irresponsible persons, who 
have no interest in its proper man- 
agement, and no shadow of right to 
dictate the terms and conditions under 
which it shall be conducted.

Each thought the 
other an unfit person to have custody 
of the little son. When the parents of 
the boy were divorced in January, 1899, 
nothing was said in the decree as to his 
custody, the understanding being that 
he should stay with his grandparents.

UNION BICKERINGS. 
SQUABBLES LAST NIGHT. 

Tumult, bickerings and general dis- 
agreement characterized the confer- 
ence between the Executive Committee 
of the Council of Labor and a commit- 
tee from the Laundry Workers’ Union, 
which was held at the Council of Labor 
Hall last night. The meeting lasted 
from 8 o'clock until midnight, and at 
its conclusion the labor agitators were 
as much at a loss as ever what to do to 
further injure the laundries and pre- 
vent them from doing the work sent 
them. f 
It was not pleasant for those present 
at the meeting to face the fact that the 
laundries were turning out work with- 
out serious inconvenience, but the 
somewhat biased reports turned into 
the Laundry Workers’ Union during the 
day left no doubt of this. | 

As the effort to cripple the laundries 
had failed, it devolved upon the meet- 
ing to devise some way in which to 
hamper the establishments which have 
refused to allow the labor agitators 
to run their business for them. Here 
is where the differences arose, and 
from reports that were wafted from 


BROWNE PREVIOUS. 
Members of the Executive Committee 
of the Council of Labor found many 
objections to the manner in which 
the strike has been conducted, and 
openly blamed President Browne and 
his co-workers for the precipitancy of 
the movement, which was altogether 
unjustified by the rules of the federa- 
tion. It tis a rigid regulation that be- 
fore any union shall present a set of 
demands to employers they must be 
submitted first to the Council of La- 
bor, and approved by it. In the case 
of rejection by the employers, no 
strike shall be called without the ex- 
press sanction of the Council of La- 
bor. The first rule was complied with 
by the Laundry Workers’ Union, but the 
last was ignored. The Council of La- 
bor had no official notice that the strike 
was to be declared Monday, and while 
it approves the movement as far as the 
causes leading up to it are concerned, 
the members are taking some comfort 
in the present unsatisfactory state of 
affairs in reminding President Browne 
— * the strike was irregularly de- 
c 


MISTAKE MADE. 


At the meeting last night some mem- 
bers were of the opinion that a mis- 
take had been made in calling out 
the union workers at all of the laun- 
dries. It was sald that a much better 
chance would have existed of arrang- 
ing the difficulties with the employers 
on a basis satisfactory to union prin- 
ciples if the workers in only two laun- 
dries had been called out. The in- 
creased business that would have been 
thrown to the other laundries would 
have caused them to look with favor 
on the union, and as a consequence 


a recognition of the organization, which 
is the main point at issue. This view 
was advanced forcibly at the meeting, 
and the statement made that such a 
course would have been adopted if the 
matter had been submitted regularly 
to the Council of Labor, instead of 
calling the strike Monday without 
authority. 
BOYCOTT INEFFECTUAL. 

It was pointed out that now every 
steam laundry in the city, with one 
exception, was under the bane of the 
union, and the exempt establishment 
had not the capacity to do all the 
work requi For this reason the 
only weapon left for the union, the 
boycott, was rendered practically inef- 
fectual. The public must have its 
laundry weshed somewhere, and if the 
union laundry cannot do the work the 
non-union establishments will get their 
share. If only two of the laundries 
had been boycotted, they might have 
been forced by the loss of custom to 
come to an agreement with the union. 

Of course all this fault-finding was

FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. 


The financial situation was the one 
happy feature of the meeting. It 
was announced that all of the organi- 
zations affiliated with the Council of 
Labor had agreed to levy assens- 
ments on their working members for 
the support of the laundry workers 
during the strike, or until such a time 
as they could find other situations. A 
large fund is expected to be realized 
from the proceeds of the benefit dance 
to be given at Brent's Hall Saturday 
night. In addition, President Brown: 
announced that two Santa Fé en- 
gineers, whose names he did not give, 
have offered to take $10,000 worth of 
stock in a co-operative steam laundry 
to be erected in this city, which shall 
be conducted on strictly union lines. 
The estimated cost of the plant is 
$25,000, and he said he feit certain that 
this amount would be rseubscribed for 
stock in the concern. This plant, he 
thought, would be able to give em- 
ployment to most of the union laundry 
workers in Los Angeles, but several 
months must elapse before the neces- 
gary funds can be raised and the ma- 
chinery installed, so that the prospect 
is not particularly cheering to the un- 
employed men and women who have 
obeyed the walking delegate's com- 
mand to leave their situations. 
BOYCOTT DECLARED. 

As a final measure, a boycott was 
declared by the Council of Labor on 
the Acme, Troy, Excelsior, Crescent 
and Anchor laundries, and all sym- 
pathizers with organized labor were 


requeste i not to furnish any work for 
these establishments. 
STABLEMEN UNSTABLE. 

The Stablemen’s Union was in ses- 
slon last night, and wished to present 
to the Council of Labor the refusal of 
the proprietors of six of the leading 
livery stables to accede to the demands 
of the union. The hour was so late, 
however, that the matter was allowed 
to go over until another meeting. 
The Stablemen's Union apparently is 
“up against it.“ Every liveryman of 
any importance has refused to sign 
the union agreement. They do not ob- 


these are practically the same as are 
now observed, but they absolutely re- 
fuse to agree to employ union labor 
exclusively. 

Speaking of the matter last night, 
the proprietor of the one of the larg- 
est down-town stables said: 

“We are now paying the wages and 
working our men the hours demanded 
by the union. In some cases we are 
paying higher wages than the union 
schedule. At present, I haven't a 
union man in my employ, and I will 
neither discharge my present employés 
nor ask them to join the union, so 
that if a strike is declared, I expect 
my stable will be boycotted. I do not 
propose to recognize the union in any 
way, not even if I have to turn my 
stock out to pasture and close up the 
business. I have been in the livery 
business in this city for six years, and 
I'am personally acquainted with most 
of the stablemen, and I can say that 
the best of them are not members of 
the union and do not intend to join. 
There is not the slightest chance for 
stabiemen to win a strike, as the 
summer is our dull season and we can 
readily fill the strikers’ places. Out- 
side of buggy and harness washing, 
anyone can do stable work, and we can 
get ranch hands readily at the prevail- 
ing wages who will do the work per- 
fectly in a few days.” ON 

TRYING TO BE CHEERFUL 

A meeting of the Laundry Workers’ 
Union was held at labor headquarters 
yesterday morning, and reports were 
received from all the laundries which 
had been affected by the strike. Al- 
thcugh an effort was made to make it 
appear that much difficulty was being 
experienced by the establishments in 
securing the help necessary to on 
their business, the details made it only 
too evident that the employers are do- 
ing much better than was anticipated. 
All of the laundries were reported run. 
nig with practically full crews, al- 
though much comfort was taken in the 
Statement that the “green hands” were 
slow jn performing their work. How- 
ever, the fact that the laundries were 
managing to do anything at all in the 
way of turning out work had a depress- 
ing effect on the meeting. Most of 
the strikers are new to the business, 


and they d relied absolutely on the 
assurances jf the walking delegates 
that their thdrawal from the laun- 


dries was bound to result in a com- 
plete tie-up. When they began to real- 
ize that their services were not abso- 
lutely indispensable, and that the wash- 


out them, they began to regret their 
ily-considered action. Many of the 
strikers have already expressed the 
opinion that some advances toward a 
settlement of the strike should be made., 
but they are confronted with the un- 
compromising terms that the union has 
made for them, that first and foremost 
the union must be recognized by the 
employers. President Browne of the 
Laundry Workers’ Union, said yester- 
day that his organization was willing 
to consider any terms that might be 
advanced by the employers for a set- 
tlement of the trouble. The employ- 
ers apparently are doing very nicely 
without aid from the members of the 
union, and have evinced no disposition 
to compromise on the terms offered by 
the labor organization. 
WEAK-KNEED WOMEN. 


The agitators are having considera- 
ble trouble in keeping the laundry giris 
from returning to work. One of them 
bewailed the situation last night in 
front of the labor headquarters. 

That's the trouble,” said he, “with 
going into a stri with a lot of 
women. When thty begin to realize 
that pay day has ceased they begin to 
get weak-kneed. Then one or two of 
them drops back to work, and before 
you know it the whole bunch 6 trying 
to get back to their jobs, I'll bet that 
by next Monday two-thirds of the 
striking laundry girls will be at work 
again at their same old places. It 
Goesn't do any good to get women out 
on a strike.”

Because Contractor W. Crowell, who 
pays the men, would not permit “Jim” 
Gray, a walking delegate of the allied 
trades’ union, to remain on the An- 
gelus Hotel, in course of construction 
at the corner of Fourth and Spring 
Streets, the union men employed there- 
on, with the exception of the brick- 
layers, were called out on strike ves- 
terday, and work is suspended. But 
the suspense is only temporary, ac- 
cording to Mr. Crowell, who says that 
if the unton men do not report for 
duty at 8 o'clock Friday morning he 
will empley non-union men, and pro- 
ceed with his work. 

Yesterday's strike was the culmina- 
tion of a series of difficulties which

contractor's patience was overtaxed 
when this pertinacious individual, Jim 
Gray, persisted in-obtruding himself on 
the premises where Mr. Crowell’s men 
were employed. Gray was especially 
objectionable in his actions, tak ng with 
him a seedy-looking lot of aileged la- 
borers whom he endeavored to have 
placed at work, and Interfering with 
the work of the carpenters, among 
whom he sought to stir up discord. 
These actions continued with Increas- 
ing objectionableness until yesterday 
morning, finally reaching such a stage 
that Mr. Crowell found himself merely 
a figurehead and Gray the boss of the 
job. 

the contractor rose in his 
might, and yesterday morning told 
Gray to get off the premises, telling 


men who bow to his dictation, that he 
must do s morning, noon or night, in 
a hall or on the street, and at such 
hours when they were not being paid 
for their time. Gray obeyed these or- 
ders with bad grace, and for a time 
the hammers tapped and the work on 
the big hotel proceedet. At noon, how- 
ever, Gray again put in his appearance, 
and was there when Mr. Crowell re- 
turned from his lunch, a few minutes 
before j o'clock, his anger 1ose whe. 
he found Gray haranging a crowd of 
laborers, who at that time should have 
been at work on an upper floor. Gray 
again was orderei from the premises, 
and was assisted in his exit.»by Mr. 
Crowell, who took him by the arm and] 
escorted him to the street. When Gray 
found that he was not to run the 
contractor's business, he sent, through 
a union plumber, a message’ to the 
carpenters at work on the building, 
calling upon them to lay down their 
tools and cease werk. All of which 
they did. leaving the building and say- 
ing they would not return to work un- 
til operations could proceed under such 
regulations as the man Gray saw fit 
to make. | 

Mr. Crowell is determined to stand 
his ground, and at his Pasadena home. 
last night was very emphatic in ex- 
pressing his determination to manage 
his own business. Discussing the 
events of the day. he said: 

“IT can’t see anything to do but to 
employ non-union men_if the members 
of the union do not report for work at 
8 o'clock Friday morning. The work 
must proceed and I insist that they do 
not need the attendance of any ‘agent’ 
on the building so long as I have ac- 
ceded to their request to employ union 
men. and to pay union wages. In fact, 
I've been paying union wages to the 
carpenters right along, and the entire 
difficulty started Monday when the 
union carpenters and others were called 
out because I had some non-union 
jaborers at. work. This trouble was 
settled when I agreed to employ none 
but union laborers. 
“The union have their stewards who 
work with their members on each job, 
and if there are any grievances the 
stewards may report it at their meet- 
ings. Then if their troubles are re- 
ported to me they will be adjusted 
properly, as they well know. 

“I won't give in and permit this man 
Jim Gray, the ‘business agent’ of the 
allied unions, to enter the building and 
interfere with my men while they are 
at work. I'll die game on this stand if 
it tekes till Christmas to complete my 
contract. I've conceded every demand 
made by the union, and by the men as 
individuals. The sole difference be- 
tween us now is that I simply will not 
allow Jim Gray nor any other ‘agent’ 
to mingle among my men, stirring up 
‘disorder and discontent. y may 
bankrupt me if they will, but I'll stand 
my ground against such nonsensical 
‘nterference as I have tolerated until 
today. If union men persist in refrain- 
ing from work because their agents 
cannot have half hourly conferences 
with men at work I shall employ non- 
union men. | 

“When the walking delegates have 
anything to say to the members of 
their different unions they must do so 
at their halis or on the streets during 
the hours when the men are not being 
paid by me for their time. I'm willing 
to continue the employment of union 
men at union wages, but I reiterate, I 
defy them when they attempt to drive 
me to the dividing of my governing 
powers with such a man as Jim Gray 
or any other individual who attempts 
to usurp my authority. 

“I could give in on this question 
now, but what would be the result? In 
another day or two there would arise 
some other question and the men 
would be called out again, Gray vir- 
tually has bossed this job for the past 
few days, but he’s a poor boss, and 
I'm done with him forever.” 


ROUBLE ON TRACTION 


ATTEMPT TO UNIONIZE THE

Last week a secret circular was sent 
by Ince to almost every employé, both 
of the Traction and Consolidated com- 
panies, inviting them to come to a cer- 
tain room on South Main street Satur- 
day night to join in the organization of 
a union of street-car employés. It was 
‘suggested that the men come in citi- 
zens’ clothing and under assumed 
names. It was strongly urged that 
the matter be kept from the heads of 
the companies or anti-union men. 

Apparently the workers had little 
sympathy with the interference of an 
outsider in their affairs, for only about 
twenty men were present. The usual 
talk to the prospective members was 
made by the agitator, and all prepa- 
«ations were made for formation of the 
union. 

But word was carried to President 
Hook and other officials of the Trac- 
tion Company, and four employés who 
were found to be most active in the 
movement were immediately given all 
their time to attend to it. 

These four discharged men immedi- 
ately set about trying to work up a 
strike, and a second meeting was 
called, this time at the Labor Hall on 
South Spring street. Another meeting 
was held last night. At these last two 
meetings scarcely a corporal’s guard | 
has been present and the effort to 
argue contented men into striking 
seems to have met with miserable fail- 


re. 

“We felt ourselves well able to con- 
duct our business without any out- 
side assistance,” said President Hook 
last night, “and so we promptly sought 
to prevent any trouble by dispensing 
with the disturbing elements.

Problem That Has Long Puzzled 
Inventors Solved—Iron Extracted 
From Redondo Beach Sand. 


XPERIMENTS just completed in 
this city have demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of the experimenters 
that oll may be successfully usei a3 
fuel fer the smelting of ores. 
More than that. The inventors of the 
system say they can smelt ores cheaper 
with, petroleum than by any hitherto 
known process. 
Ir all they claim for their invention 
is true, it will add millions to the 
wealth of California and revolutionize 
the metal industries in the West. 
“I am talking to you now as a prac- 
tical furnace-bullder and iron-worker 
of thirty-two years’ experience,” said 
Capt. J. H. Anderson last night, “and 
when I say to you that here is the 
only practical o!l-burning smelter in 
the world at tne p.esent time, I am 
but stating the simple truth, and I 
challenge contradiction.” 

IRON OUT OF SAND. 
Capt. Anderson mide this declaration 
while showing a reporter the experi- 
mental plant which he and his asso- 
cilates are now operating at Partriige 
& Alcord’s tron Woiks, No. 1009 North 
Main street. The furnace was in fll 
blast at the time and was convert ng 
black sand scooped up on the ocean 
beach at Redondo, into a fine quality 
of malleab‘e pig iron. 
There is an inexhaustible quantity 
of this fine black sand on the beach 
about halt a mile below the town of 
Redondo. It has for a long t'me been 
known to contain a large p:oportion- 
of magnetic iron and some gold, but 
all experiments to separate the iron 
from the sand ty the ordinary smeiting 
processes have heretofore failed. 

CLAIMS TAKEN UP. 
No one thought the black sand de- 
posits to be of sufficient value to file 
mining claims upon, before Capt J. H. 
Anderson came along and convinced 
Messrs. Partridge and Alford that he 
could build a furnace which would 
smelt the beach sands or any kind of 
refractory ores by means of oll heat- 
ing. The foundrymen took enough 
stock in Anderson's proposition to back 
him in the erection of an experimental 
plant on their grounds, and when they 
saw him convert a sample lot of beach 
sand into iron, they lost flo time in 
filing claims on the valuable deposits 
which aggregate hundreds of millions 
of tons. 

EXPERIMENTAL PLANT. 

The experimental smelter is but a 
crude affair, erected out of job-lot ma- 
terials and costing altogether about 
$1000. It is equipped with a Hammel 
crude-oil burner, and is capable of 
gencrating a temperature of 3300 deg. 
Fubr., which is sufficient to melt the 
most refractory ores known. It is 
built on a different i from the 
ordinary blast furnace. e heat is 
applied at the top and rear of the re- 


States and Canada, and upon coming to 
Los Angeles from the frozen north he 
sought employment at his old trade, 
It was while working for Partridge & 
Alford that he interested them in fits 
scheme to perfect an oil smelter, and 
they now say they believe the problem 
which has been puzzling inventors for 
some years is solved. 
LUCKY PARTNERS. 

William Alford, one of the partners 
in the venture, is the young man whe 
shot and killed Attorney Jay E. Hun- 
ter several years ago, and was tried 
for murder, but acquitted on the 
grounds of justifiiable homicide. After 
his acquittal he formed a partnership 
in the foundry business with W. E. D. 
Partridge. They started on a man 
scale, and are now doing quite an en- 


tensive and pr ovs business, 
employing regularl about thirty 
men. With the Anderson smel- 


ter and their Redondo Beach 
deposits, they think they have @ 
tune in sight. 
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tort, and the ore is melted.as it moves 
down an inclined plane. 

Notwithstanding numerous  break- 
downs in the machinery and a number 
of unlooked-for difficulties which had 
to be overcome, two successful runs of 
ore have now made, and the in- 
ventors and backers cf the scheme say 
they are perfectly satisfied with the 
results, 

GREAT POSSIBILITIES. 

“With oil at a dollar a barrel, a dol- 
lar’s worth t the fuel will be sufficient 
to smelt a ton of iron,” said Capt. 
Anderson. “I leave to judge what 
that means to California. The State 
is full of magnificent deposits of mag- 
petic iron ores, but the high price of 
coke has made it unprofitable to mine 
and smelt them. Your ocean hes 
abound with sand that runs in some 
places as high as 40 per cent. iron, 
which I judge is about the quality of 
sand we are experimenting with now. 
With oil as fuel, applied in the proper 
manner, a superior quality of iron in 
unlimited quantities can be produced 
here at far less cost than t can 
— in the East and transported 

ere.“ 

Pig iron laid down in Is Angeles 
costs us today $25.25 a ton,” said Mr. 
Alford. “Our experiments have con- 
vinced me that we can manufacture a 
better quality of it by our new process 
right here at one-fourth the cost. or 
at, say, $10 a ton at the outside. That 
means that we will no longer have to 
send east for the train'oads of iron 
and oll-well machinery, etc., that are 
now coming in here, for it will be bot 
a short while until Los Angeles can 
manufacture all those things right her:

THE SEARCH FOR COPPER PROPER 
TIES IN CALIFORNIA. 


Sale of a Mining Property for Six 
Million Dollars—Exhibits for Boise— 
Increased Work at the United Verde— 
Mining Notes 


The action that State Mineralogist 
Aubury is taking in having the assist- 
ants in the field of the State Mining 
Bureau search for the existence of de- 
posits of copper ore in California will 
undoubtedly lead to the discovery of 
some. The already large production 
of copper in Shasta county suggests 
a belief that the copper ore deposits 
in the State are not confined to that 
county. It is known that Fresno 
county some valuable cop- 
per ore deposits and there is every rea- 
son to believe that others will be 
found. On the subject of copper min- 
ing the San Francisco Chronicle says: 
“The establishment of copper smelt- 
ing plants in Shasta county Las not 
only placed that county at the head of 
the list of mineral-producing counties 
of California, and enhanced the value 
of copper properties, but promises to 
do nearly as much for the quartz-min- 
ing industry of the county. With the 
increase in the number of smelters the 
demand for flux ores becomes greater, 
and those mines carrying ores which 
cannot be profitably handled by free- 
miling processes will become valuable 
by reason of the demand for flux 
ores. It is ed by the Redding 
Searchlight th°* the large smelting 
companies now in operation and soon 
to begin are looking about for proper- 
ties carrying quantities of fluxing ores 
that are within reach of easy trans- 
portation. The Texas mine in Old 
Diggings district, owned by the Bank 
of Tehama ‘County, and under bond 
to the Texas Mining Company. has 
been examined and the ores tested 
by representatives of the big smelting 
companies with a view to purchasing 
the property. The Reid mines in the 
same district. owned by Reid. Clen- 
denin and Salnave of this city. and 
now being operated under bond by 
D. McCarthy of Keswick, will prob- 


porations. The mine has been etam- 
ined and tests have been made. 


COPPER FIGURES. 


The production of copper (long tons) 
in the United States for the five 
months ending May 31, 1901, was 111,- 
001, as compared with 111,942 tons dur- 
ing the corresponding period of 1900, 
and 102,477 tons during that of 1899. 

The figures show that production 
from the United States during the five 
months ended May 31, 1901, were 40,185 
tons, as against 73,691 during the cor- 
responding period of last year. 

European production of copper / for 
the five months ended May 31, 1901, is 
reported at 38,325 long tons, as against 
36,298 during the gorresponding period 
of 1900. 

These figures show that production 
has varied but little. New produc- 
tion just about makes up for the 
smaller production of the older mines. 
The exports duri May show a large 
increase ower any of the three - 
ing months and as nearly all the cop- 
per exported the United States 
went to Europe copper stocks were 
so thoroughly depleted that consumers 
could not go any further and had to 
have copper at any price. 

IMPORTANT SALE. 

The sale of the Sweepstakes placer 
property in Trinity county, Cal., is 
reported. It is one of the biggest min- 
ing deals ever made in this State, in- 
volving $6,000,000. The purchasers are 
Philadelphia capitalists. The prop- 
erty, as described, consists of a chan- 
nel about four miles long and 200 feet 
wide, crossing a hill at an elevation of 
2980 feet. The ground there has long 
been known to be immensely rich, but 
the trouble has been the lack of water 
for development purposes. The land is 
a clay deposit with a mixture of 
black sand and with bowlders which 
have disintegrated through age and 
the oxidization proceeding from the 
sand.

In a word, as claimed by the pat- 
entee. the compound is a vegetable sub- 
stitute for meat, containing the same 
nutrients, in the same proportions, and 
of disest on assimilation. 
The\stuff of which [it is made is wheat 
gluten; water and pe .nut meal.

away for Ecuador, the land of mystery 
and romance and wealth, lying prac- 
tically unknown behind the smoke of 
old Chimborazo. While even the heart 
of the Dark Continent 
searched again and again, and the 
‘eager men of the world were pushing 
toward the shy North Pole, the land of 
Ecuador had dozed on, having felt 
small change since the days when Pi- 
zarro’s mailed fist had smashed the 
gentle young Inca, and the Spanish gal- 
leons had sailed from Guayaquil deep 
with treasure. Driven out from the 
rest of the world, the Inquisition 
had maintained its autocracy by 
thumbscrew and rack behind the Cor- 
 dilleras in the lofty city of Quito, the

riches that Col. Shunk took the young 
engineers. American energy had roused 
the land of the Andes.

Many a tale of 
dangers escaped and hardships endured 
can Mr. Ashmead tell, though he laugh- 
ingly refers to the fact that he did rot 
“lay up” a single day during the three 
years, escaping serious accident, and 
finding the climate as bracing as that 
of Colorado. 


In January, 1899,“ said Mr. Ashmead 


refiectively, “we camped at the foot 
of the Panza Pass, 8500 feet above the 
level of the sea, waiting to get a clear 
day to run the line through the top of 
toe pass.

1400 feet above us, pretty nearly a-sheer 
climb. Our macheteros had been earn- 
ing their salaries in full while mak- 
ing our camp that day, for we hewed 
out a square some forty feet long and 
thirty wide in solid cane to get a 
place to pitch our tents. The cane was 
wet and slippery, and a fall meant a 
lifelike imitation of tumbling on a field 

of bayonets. ? 


“It had been a cold night, the fog 


lying low. It was as dark as pitch in. 
our square. Through the cane the 
tigers came creeping, attracted by the 
chickens which we carried with us, as 
a boy clings to a stick of candy so as 
to have the fun of feeling his mouth 
water. In the middle of the night we 
heard a wauling and a scrimmage near 
the corner where we had staked our 
chickens, I recognized the dulcet voice 
of Diablo, my old white mule, and 
placed a few sure-thing bets with my- 
self on Diablo kicking discouragement 
into the tiger.

Mormon City.

SALT LAKE (Utah) June 30, * 


When we crossed the continental di- 
vide at Tennessee Pass more than ten 
thousand feet above sea level, and 
started to descend the Pacific Slope, 
our hearts gave a bound of joy. No 
matter how far we may have wan- 
dered, and regardiess of the manifold 
beauties of the East that have en- 
chanted us, we are still loyal Califor- 
nians, and we are glad, oh, so glad, 
to feel that we are on the down hill 
run toward home. We have been 80 
constantly on the go for nearly a 
pathize some- 
what with Noah's dove that found no 
reat for the soles of its feet. 

In all fairness, however, I must say 
that the return trip has been one of 
fresh experiences and increasing inter- 
est all along. Naturally we expected 
the grand climax of the expedition to 
be at- Buffalo, amidst the enchanting— 
the almost bewildering—sights and 
sounds of the exposition. If the rest 
of the trip had been something of a 
diminuendo in point of sensations 
aroused it would have been no wonder; 
but, on the contrary, it has been a 
crescendo. We are all agreed now on 
moving the grand climax forward to 
Sait Lake City. While Salt Lake is 
not so large as Denver by long odds, 
and while it lacks many of the metro- 
politan features of cities farther east, 
still it has so many charms of its 
own—so0 many attractions that are ab- 
solutely unique—that we have enjoyed 
it as much es any city visited in all 
our travels. We reached Salt Lake at 
® o'clock Sunday morning, and at 9:30 
took carriages for a drive about town. 
In its ground plan—its large rectangu- 
lar blocks—its broad streets, mostly 
well paved with asphalt—its fine old 
shade trees of maple and poplar that 
align the sidewalks, Salt Lake a 
to us as one of the best laid-out cities 
we have found. Another feature of its 
streets is deserving of great commenda- 
tion. The poles carrying electric wires 
of all sorts are uniformly set along the 
middie of the broad streets. This 
avoids all interference with the shade 
trees and leaves the curbs open and 
free. The street car tracks are laid on 
each side of these poles, bracket arms 
carrying the trolley wires. This is a 
distinct economy in the number of 
poles set, and also avoids unduly 
clothing the streets with unsightly 
masts out of plumb. A clear road of 
*ufficient width for traffic is left on 
each side o the car tracks, thus mak- 
j the streets in reality boulevards 

th double tracks and double drive- 
ways. 

Nothing could better attest the long- 
headed wisdom of the Saints who orig- 
inally platted the city, and when land 
was plentiful and cheap, took a plenty 
of it for street purposes. What a biess- 
ing it would be for American cities 
generally, if their founders had been 
able to take such a long look ahead. 

are many fine business blocks 
in Salt Lake, some of them rising to 
the height of six or seven stories. The 
Knutsford Hotel is one of the show 
structures of the city. We were es- 
pecially interested in it from the fact 
that the man who runs it is to con- 
duct the new Angelus Hotel in our 
city. The joint building of the city 
and county, which is temporarily 5 
as a State Capitol as well, is a bea¢ti- 
ful and a classic structure. In its 
chitecture and finish it is as attractive 
as the magnificent Capitol at Denver. 
though not so large. The walls are of 
a gray, unspotted granite, with polished 
red granite pillars and beautifully 
earved capitals, lintels and cornices. 
The corridors of the building are 


‘| wainscoated with highly-polished onyx 


in, mottle yellow and cream colors. 

In Salt Lake, however, interest cen- 
ters on the buildings of the Mormon 
Church, which are all in one great in- 
closure, surrounded by a stone wall ten 
or twelve feet high. Admittance to 
these grounds is obtained only through 
massive iron gates, and these seem to 
be guarded rather jealousy. Through 
some of these gentiles are not admitted 
at all. None but true believers are ad- 
We visited 
the tabernacle, and also looked in at 
the new temple, where services in 
Danish were in progress. The great 
Mormon Tabernacle, or beehlve“ 
house, has been so often described and 
is 80 well known to the public picto- 
rially and otherwise. that I shall not 
attempt any detailed description of it. 
The visitor only appreciates the gran- 
deur of it when he stands inside and 
looks up at the great domed cejjing and 
contemplates the vast proportions of 
the auditorium. It is 250 feet long by 
100 in breadth, and the extreme he'ght 
of the dome must be at least eighty 
feet. It is the largest self-supporting 
roof in the world. The entrances to 
this great bullding are in no Way com- 
mensurate with its grandeur of pro- 
portions. The corridors are cramped, 
the stairways narrow and rusty, fin- 
ished in common wood, seamed and 
shabby. The interior woodwork is of 
the plainest, and shows primitive work- 
manship and long use; bus all these de- 
fects are lost sight of in contemplating 
the massive design and the grandeur 
of the great dome. 

On entering we found the vast audi- 
torlum empty. except for a solemn- 
fared elder with long black beard, who 
was seated at a desk at one end near 
the chancel. He received us pleasantly, 
and explained that the churchhwas al- 
ways lad to admit visitors to the 
Tabernacie. and only asked in return 
thet. for the time being at least, they 
dismiss prejudice from their minds. 
He then suggested that we go to the 
other end of the auditorium, which 
would enable him to illustrate the 
acoustic properties of the great hall. 
When the pilgrims had threaded the 
long aisies of the gallery and taken 
seats at the farther end, the elder 
stood up on his dais and rubbed his 
hands together. We distinctly heard 
the chafing of his palms. Then he 
dropped a pin on the chancel rail, 
and we heard that also. We were then 
fully two hundred feet from him. He 
explained that, the day being warm, 
the windows had been dropped and 
some vagrant sounds—the rustle of the 
leaves and other outdoor noises pene- 
trated the auditorium: but that when 
absolute silence was secured, a mere 
— r could be heard and under- 

anywhere in the auditorium. He 
roan to us, he said, in his ordinary 
voice, as he would if we had been 
seated directly in fro&t of him; we 
caught every word that he uttered. 
Talking being so easy, he took occa- 
sion to give us quite a little curtain 
lecture from the Mormon standpoint. 
He premised by saying that no other 
organization in the world was so mis- 
understood and misjudged as the Mor- 
mon church. The organization ts re- 
ligious, and it is simply pursuing the 
truth as promulgated by the Master. 
Jesus said The truth shall make you 
free.” It is not the opinions of men, 

the prejudices 


them free, but the truth. We should 
all be generous and charitable in judg- 
ing the religious convictions and the 
actions of our fellows. The elder’s lit- 
tle discourse was a very moderate but 
very pointed protest against Gentile 
prejudice. 

Mormon buildings a mprov 

park form. and we saw . 
tives of the saintly congregation seated 
on benches in the grateful shade read- 


ing and otherwise soberly deporting | 


themselves. 

In the continuation of our drive we 
had a look at the endowment house, 
the residence of righam Young's 
fourth wife and the burying ground 
where the old apostle's body reposes. 
It is an ample lot inclosed with a high 
fence and planted in grass and trees. 
Brigham’s grave is inclosed separately 
with an tron fence, but there is no 
monument except a nite slab lyin 
upon the ground. ere are severa 
smal! headstones and tablets which 
mark the graves of those of his wives 
who have gone to join him, and there 
is ample room for the rest of his fam- 
lly when death shall summon them. 
Several palatial ‘residences were 
pointed out to us on the northern side 
of the city, the finest of which, belong- 
ing to Senator Kerens, is not yet com- 
pleted. It is built of brown granite 
with pure white marble columns in the 
portico. At a rough guess I would say 
it is a building that will cost not less 
than $100,000. — 

the north side we obtained a 
beautiful view of the city, spread out 
on the lower plain. 

Salt Lake City is another tribute to 
the energy and perseverence of man in 
bulldjng and rendering the 
desert. It is all accomplished by irri- 
gation, of course. The water supply 
appears to be plentiful. We saw it 
running in little rills—not ganjas such 
as we have—along the gutters of many 
of the streets. 

Sunday afternoon the pilgrims were 
tendered a complimentary trip to Salt- 
air, a fine watering place on the mar- 
gin of the lake, eighteen miles from 
the city. The line upon which we trav- 
eled is the Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
Railway. That sounds good, doesn't it? 
And the compliment of the trip was 
very much like Los Angeles hospitality. 
How our hearts warm toward these 
people, who re looking forward ar- 
dently to the time when our two cities 
shall be united by iron bands! Doesn't 
Shakespeare say something about grap- 
pling our friends with hoops of steel? 

If I hadn't gone into superlatives so 
extensively in describing the bathing 
resort at Glenwood Springs, I would 
Uke to bring out the whole stock and 
un them in connection with Saltair. 
It certainly is entitied to rank with 
the Sutro baths and Glenwood Springs 
in point of extensiveness and advan- 
tages offered. It has some charms pe- 
cullarly its oon that neither of the 
others can claim or even approach. 
Saltair is not a settlement like our own 


watering places, but consists solely of 


an immense pavilion buflt on piles out 
in the jake. At some time the lake has 
been several feet higher than at pres- 
ent, and the flats for a quarter of a 
mile or more inland were covered. 
Now these flats are laid off in great 
squares, #parated by ridges. and the 
water of the lake is pumped into them 
to evaporate for the salt. We saw piles 
— salt eight or ten feet high and cov- 

efing a quarter of an acre or more 
each, awaiting shipment. 

The floor of the lake pitches so grad- 
ually that it narrowly misses being on 
a dead level. Although the pavilion is 
located a considerable distance from 
the margin, as stated, the depth of 
water at the foot of the stairs is only 
three feet. From this point bathers can 
wade out a good quarter of a mile and 
still find the water not up to their arm- 
pits. It is the most peculiar bathing I 
have ever encountered, and produces 
as much merriment as land animals are 
entitled to in the water. The floor is of 
fine blue sand, and the water as clear as 
a crystal. It is charged with salt up 
to the fullest point of saturation. It 
is-so briny that it makes one's eyes 
smart and leaves a little saline crust 
on the skin as the moisture evaporates. 
Its specific gravity is so great ttat 
one cannot sink in it. The bather may 
lie on the surface or doubie up his 
knees and sit in it, bobbing about like 
a cork. Dut it is very hard to swim 
in, after the usual fashion. The feet 
and legs have such a tendency to go 
to the surface that the first thing 
one knows his head is dipping under, 
and that is not pleasant. The water 
is full of fantastic tricks, and one who 
wades or merely flounders about is 
Hable to be tripped up by his cork- 
like nether extremities. The fact that 
the water is very shallow is the re- 
deeming point, for one is often 
obliged to touch bottom with his hands 
in order to regain his feet. I think it 
would be a good scheme for a bather 
to wear weighted sandals, after the 
manner of a diver. Then, at least, he 
could kéep an upright position, though 
he might not have so much fun 
wrestling with the “briny.” 

The approach to the pavilion is by 
a trestle 4000 feet long. The various 
bulldings of the pavilion form a sym- 
metrical group, with a large central 
structure, connected with long piers 
at each end, curving toward the lake 
and surmounted by large, airy observa- 
tories. The architecture ig after the 
Moorish style and the general effect is 
as beautiful as the structure is serv- 
iceable and substantial. This magnifi- 
cent pavilion was built at a cost of 
over $350,000 and was opened to the 
public July 4, 18932. 

The magnitude of this structure can 
be appreciated only when one has had 
the pleasure of seeing it. In length 
it is 1200 feet, while the extreme width 
is 355 feet. The top of the main tower 
is 130 feet above the surface of the wa- 
ter. The lower floor is us@! principally 
for an immense lunch and refreshment 
bowery, it being provided with tables 
and seats enough to accommodate over 
a thousand people at one time. Also 
a great many special attractions and 
games, such as bowling, roller skating, 
target shooting, merry-go-rounds, mov- 
ing pictures, swings, see-saws, and, in 
fact, almost any kind of amusement 
one could wish for are to be enjoyed 
during the regular season. The upper 
floor of the main building is used for 
dancing and is one of the largest 
dancing floors in the world, its dimen- 
sions being 140x250 feet of clear floor 
without a pillar or obstruction of any 
kind.
